Of the employes of the railroad yards

vote in the morning and the early vote 
there was comparatively light, but at 
the noon hour there was a rush to the 
polls. As many of the railway employes 
own their own.homes, a large vote was 
piled up against the bonds. 
Only a 


small sprinkling of railroad men voted 
"aye" on the proposition.

them to believe that McCullough was engaged either in 
packing his effects, as the Hotel Bristol was to be vacated 
today, or in preparing for some desperate enterprise to- 
day, when the bomb, which, like all the infernal machined 
of the terrorists, was provided with gravity tubes, fell and 
exploded, as the one at the Hotel Du Nord did.

ed gendarmes allowing no one to go within fifty paces.

"On the revenue and taxation 
the

realized. 
"Those having the matter in.hand 
have found objections to different pro-

of the constitution. The work that 
has been done and the investigation 
of the subject have conduced to a. bet- 
ter understanding of the measures and 
of general education on the subject.

FIGHT AT 


Speakel Prescoit is Over- 


ruled, First Time 


in Session, 


(From Yesterday's Last Edition.) 
SACRAMENTO, March'10.—What .de- 


veloped into.the. fiercest fight of the ses- 
sion was inaugurated, by. Assemblyman 
Walsh of Alameda . county last even- 
.ing, when he attempted to'.secure, the 
passage of : Senate bill 461,-''-relating to 
primary elections.. The bill,' as originally 
Introduced in the Senate by. Selvage, .pro- 
vided that .the 
primary, election law 


should be mandatory in all cities and 
cities and counties having a population of 
7600. f' 
' 
Walsh amended .the bill by .providing 


further that, in all counties where there is 
a city having'a population of more than 
12,470 primaries should be mandatory. 


This"amendment.'If carried'Into effect, 


would mase primaries, compulsory in all 
parts of Alameda county and would pre- 
vent the appointment by the County Com- 
mittee of delegates in the country districts. 
Rolley, who represents in the House 
the district represented by Selvage In the 
Senate, did hot want the law to apply ,to 
his home town, Eureka, as at that place 
the County Committee Is friendly to him 
and unfriendly to Selvage. 
• 
But in amending the bill he-not only 
struck out Eureka from participation In 
the mandatory primary law,. but. included 
Vallejo and Pasadena. 
The Senate this 
evening concurred in Walsh's amendment, 
but refused to concur, in- Rolley's amend- 
ment striking out the three cities named. 


COULD 
NOT AGREE. 


Under the rules, a conference commit- 
tee was necessary and In the Assembly 
Walsh, Stanton and Rolley;were appointed 
by the Speaker, and in the Senate Lukens, 
Belshaw and Selvage. 
The committee was unable to agree on 
the proposition of reinserting the three 
cities in the bill, Stanton. and Rolley 
holding out for their exclusion. 
Walsh, in the 
Assembly, then pre- 
sented the majority report of the com- 
mittee and Lukens did likewise In the 
Senate, recommending that the three 
cities be returned to the .bill. 
In. the 
House. Stanton and Rolley presented a. 
minority report. Walsh "moved for the 
adoption of .his report, and on-a point of 
order, Speaker Prescott moved that all 
the committee must agree or he'should 
then appoint what is termed a free con- 
ferenpe committee. Walsh vigorously op- 
posed the ruling and finally appealed from 
the ruling of the chair. The House gal- 
lantly rallied to the support of Walsil 
and the decision of the Speaker was over- 
ruled by a vote oC 35 to 10.

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Oyama's Great Victory. 


The extent of Kuropatkin's disaster has not yet developed, but i: 


is now known that he has been defeated and driven from all his strong- 
ly entrenched positions on the Hun and Shakhe rivers with tremendous 
loss. The dispatches indicate that he is now making desperate efforts 
to save his army from being cut to pieces, if not entirely destroyed. 
It would seem that the prolongation of the war depends upon his 
ability to extricate his army in something like fighting organization. 
If this be correct, the cause of peace and the interests of the Russian 
people would be served if Oyama should compel the surrender of 
Kuropatkin's entire force. 


The battle that has raged incessantly since the 27-th' of February 


1 \\ill rank with the-greatest in history. From the beginning the Japa- 


nese astonished the western nations by the,perfection of their military 
organization, their superb valor in the field and their endurance under 
the most trying conditions, but it is now evident that they are led by a 
military strategist, who has had few equals in any country in any age. 
Field Marshal Oyama now ranks with such masters of the art of wafas 
Alexander, Hannibal, Caesar, Napoleon and Von Moltke. • His 
method bea.rs a striking resemblance to that of the great Prussian 
Field Marshal. 


The bravery of the Russians cannot be denied, yet the .facts speak 


for themselves. With a force slightly inferior numerically, but far 
more cohesive and compactly organized, Oyama has driven in pitched 
battle an army of over 400,060 fighting men from a naturally strong 
position fortified with extreme care. While doing this he .has con- 
ducted two flanking operations on a gigantic scale, thus stretching his 
army in the shape of an enormous horseshoe almost completely around 
the entrenched Russian arrny: The movement was' one of extraordin- 
ary daring, for in carrying it out the Japanese commander hazarded 
the fate of his army and the cause of Japan. Had Kuropatkin broke 
through Oyama's center during its operation he would have split the 
Japanese army in twain and opened the way to an advance south along 
the line of railway to Port Arthur, on which the Japanese must depend 
for their supplies and the keeping up of communications with' the 
coast. 


It required nerve, coolness and tremendous self-confidence to 


stake all on a single cast, but apparently the Nipponese commander 
lacks none of these qualities. He is all blood and iron, with an utter 
contempt for human life and suffering. 
He drove his half-starved, 


foot-worn legions through forests and mountains during driving snow 
storms at the entrenched Russians with the fury of a tiger. He gave 
his enemy no rest in front while his flanking divisions encircled them in 
his net. Kuropatkin, a. brave and conscientious soldier, but lacking in 
imagination and the daring of the military gambler, could neither com- 
prehend nor defend himself against such attacks. He had the men, 
but not the genius. 
In consequence, his failure may wreck an empire 


and topple over the last autocratic dynasty in Europe. 


Samuel M. Shortridge is one of the few men in California gifted 


with the genius of real oratory. 
He frequently rises to lofty heights, 


and never falls below the level of genuine eloquence. His is the rare 
gift of saying things worth saying and saying in language full of poetic 
fire in tones modulated to musical cadence. 


His speech last night was in his best vein. True, the subject did 


not furnish a grand theme, and is one only of local interest, but the 
treatment was nevertheless masterly. It possessed the charm of grace 
ful imagery, clothed in elegant diction and poetic phrasing. It was a 
treat to all who heard him—and his audience was large and enthusiastic. 
Only true talent can invest a common-place subject with interest. Only 
a true orator can lift such a subject to the plane of ideal contemplation. 
Mr. Shortridge did all that last night, and filled his hearers with the 
deligfit that noble thoughts nobly expressed always inspire. 


Oakland has been going through a great religious revival during 


this week. Thousands of people have been attending the daily ser- 
vices in the churches throughout the city listening to some of the 
greatest pulpit orators of the country. That a great amount of good 
will follow from these services there is no gainsaying. 
People can 


never be too good and all who can should hear Dr. Chapman and his 
brother evangelists.

Assertions,

CAUSE OF SPRING F^VER. 


"•As to 'spring fever,' which is suffered 
more by people in the East who are con- 
fined to their homes during severe winter. 
It is the result of a general stuffing up of 


I the stomach, and thus is clearly due to 
over-eating. 
"I do not agree with Dr. Wiley regard- 
ing the drinking of distilled water. 
In 
my opinion, the drinking of.distilled wa- 
ter is a great help in elminating uric 
acid, which is the vice of indigestion and 
the foundation of many morbid condi- 
tions. 
"On all other points I agree with him. 
His statement that a simple diet means 
good health and longevity I consider an 
axiom; a truth self-evident and needing 
no discussion." 


The stand taken by Dr. H. W. ~miey, 


chief chemist of the United States' De- 
partment of Agriculture, concerning the 
attitude of the American 
people 
with 


regard to the food they eat and the man- 
ner of its consumption, was fully discuss- 
ed yesterday by Dr. B. H. Woolsey, the 
eminent physician and surgeon. He said': 


"Dr. Wiley is correct in stating that 
Americans eat too much meat. 
As a 
matter of fact, they eat about three times 
too much. I contend that meat once a 
week is sufficient for all persons who are 
not engaged in hard, manual labor, and, 
as for the latter, meat once a day is 
ample. 
Excessive meat-eating is the 
underlying cause of a large number of 
diseases. 
"I further agree with Dr. Wiley that 
people eat too much and too fast. They 
overload their stomachs, thus impeding 
the action of that organ and all others 
correlated to it. 
They do not properly 
masticate their foofi. 


EAT TOO OFTEN. 
"I would add, and this I consider an 
extremely important point, that people, 
eat too often. The stomach and its de- 
pendent organs require a great deal of 
rest. 
There is a certain physiological 
condition of the stomach in which there 
is an alkaline secretion. This is called 
the alkaline tide, which flows after the 
ending of the digestive process. 
The 
province of this alkaline soluion is to 
soothe and rest the mucous surface of 
the stomach after the work of digestion 
has been done. During the working of 
the stomach there is an acid secretion— 
that is, the gastric juice is acid. If, for 
example, an hour after digestion has been 
finished, one should eat again of any 
solid food, no matter how little, even if 
only to the extent of a cracker, the gas- 
tric juice is again started, because it re- 
quires the mere contact of food to excite 
it, and is just as certainly started by a 
minute particle of cracker as by a mouth- 
ful of steak. The rest period of which 
I have spoken is thus stopped at once, 
and the process of digestion must thus go 
on again for from two to three hours.

Stanford Was Poisoned. 
The KNAVE 


An Amusing Struggle Between 


The St. Francis and Palace. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March n.—There is enough talk over the death 


of Mrs. Stanford to drown all the other chatter about everything but the 
war. 
Even the ousting of Colonel Kirkpatnck as Harbor Commissioner and 


the putting m office of Henry Crocker caused only a momentary flurry. The 
Mardi Gras ball passed without its usual aftermath of scandal. 
But the 


mystery surrounding Mrs. Stanford's death will not get out of the way of 
other conversation, and the theories as to motives and suspects hold the 
tables a,t the clubs and teas. 


It is a fine time for the police. They can be full of mystery and wisdom. 


As a matter of fact they are as much puzzled as anybody. All the people 
tinder suspicion talk freely and openly. The alleged contradictions in the 
statements amount to nothing. 


My theory is that Mrs Stanford died a natural death, the victim of angina 


pectoris, superinduced bv senile pneumonia. That is a disease that chokes 
up the heart, and old people die under it, particularly when they have taken 
a cathartic, whether administered by Dr. Stanley Stillman or by one of the 
work-while-}ou-sleep specialists of the drug stores 
The doctors who do not 


lie—and thure are a few of them big enough to abandon the basic principle 
oi their profession—will tell even a rich patient that drenches will in time 
stop the heart. I have seen two aged and fleshy people die very much as 
Mrs. Stanford did, but they were poor and nobody had heard them babbling 


of poisons; so the\ went their wa) m all naturalness. 


Who, tinder all heaven, would want to kill Mrs. Stanford? Of course 


she was an aged woman, afflicted with some narrow ideas. She was a clog 


Dn the great universit) at Palo Alto, as everybody from David Starr Jordan 
up or down accurate!} knows. But nobody would venture to put her out 


of the way just to free the university from the influence that crowded out 
Ross and lost Howard and left Jordan still genuflecting, before his golden 
goddess; still worshipping his bread and butter. 


Of course, Mrs Stanford was a woman of delusions. She saw her dead 


husband and her dead boy keeping watch and ward in the chamber where 
she sat. There are few of us who do not think that these delusions are a 
pa.rt of insanity—in her case a part of senile dementia and with the ghosts 
ind phantasms she had come to believe that people were poisoning her. When, 


she had a cramp from cathartics or otherwise she was the victim of poisoners. 
Such cases conic and go continually under the eyes of the lunacy commission. 
But these other patients have little money. Mrs. Stanford was rich and in- 
3uential. In the rich and influential hallucinations regarding poison are taken 
Seriously at so much per seriousness. 


But no strychnine in killing quantity has yet been found in any medicine 


lhat Mrs. Stanford had with her in Honolulu. She could have taken all the 
ooison the chemists discovered and if would have been no more than a good 
Dracer—a fine tonic. 


Go to any body who knows medicines and poisons. Tell him you have 


I mixture of bicarbonate of soda and something that you fear is strychnine. 
With a few simple tests he will tell you whether or not there is strychnine in 
lhat bicarbonate of soda. Thomas Price, the eminent chemist, said to me 


!his week that it would not take over ten minutes to tell whether there was 
strychnine in the mixture if it were in any quantity. Yet here were these 


island chemists pretending to fool over that simple mixture for days. They 
jroved themselves so man} fakers 
They had no poison in killing quantities 


IP that bicarbonate of soda, and the\ knew it. They waited for the analysis 


t>! the contents of the stomach—a more complicated matter. But the analysis 


of the stomach showed no strychnine at all 
There was just a trace of nux 


romica from the medicine prescribed b> Dr. Stillman. If the fine, but peculiar 


Did woman, died from poison, it was not strychnine poisoning. 


Mrs. Stanford told the spiritualist mediums with whom she consulted 


lhat she feared death by poison. It was her pet hallucination. She should 


Dave taken Christian Science for it—or an> other form of mental foolishness. 


But the rich are encouraged in their asinmities. The poor either forget their 


delusions or are sent to asylums, where impatient attendants hammer the 
patients into the grave or back into sensibility. 


Mrs. 
Stanford, 76 years old, with a tendency to ghosts,-was filled with 


the delusion that she was to be poisoned. Last January she had a spasm or 


two. 
She cried that she had been poisoned. Louis Falkenau found .enough 


poison in her Poland water to have wiped out Kuroki's army in Kuropatkin's 


front. The poison that Chemist Falkenau found was strychnine. I have no 
doubt he had a very fine fee for finding the poison of Pelletier. It is in my 
mind that if that Poland water had strychnine in it, the poison was put there 
some time between the instant it left Mrs. Stanford's room and the time it 
came into Falkenau's possession. He says it was an imperfect solution. It 
had been tossed in hurriedly, and the fee of the chemist was a large one no 
doubt, as it should Ijave been. Why did the dear Lord make the rich so full 
of follies if it were not that the poor should be able to prey on them. 


Having escaped this poison of the Poland water, Mrs. Stanford, still sur- 


rounded by ghosts, still haunted by the notion of pursuit by a poisoner, rush- 
ed away to the islands of the Sdhthern sea. 
But she was pursued by some- 


thing that was not bogy out of the realm of phantasmagoria. 
She had 


pneumonia. 
She sought relief from it in the milder atmospheres of the 


tropic isle. At that time David Starr Jordan openly said she had not been 
poisoned. Surely he is not k common liar. 


And at 76 years of age she did not find the relief she sought. She rose 


in the night. Her aged heart did n^t respond to the demands of the body for 
blood 
Her lungs did not work. The heart made spasmodic efforts to live 


up to its 76 years of usefulness. The idea of the poisoner was still in her 
head, and she died crying, "I have been poisoned." 


As she was rich and notable, the doctors and the police began to try to 


live up to her cry. They are trying to live up to it no\\. They got the Cor- 
oner's jur} to say "poison," and in doing so they are smirching the reputa- 
tions of a lot of people who probably are as honest as the day—but they are 
poor and "the poor always >e have with you." 


It is nothing that these poor living people should be put under a cloud. 


Il is naught that they shall pack th'rongh life the fearful suspicion that they 
murdered an old woman who had done them no wrong and out of whose 
death they could profit no dollar of money and no pride of place. Let's give 
these people half a chance. I know no one pf them, but I'll wager each is as 
open-hearted as Mrs. Stanford ever was and far more sane. 


The bold fact is, Mrs. Stanford died of senile pneumonia, resulting in 


angina poctons. The autopsy showed it plainly enough. 
But the poison 


theory is a far better newspaper story, and it gives the police a fine chance to 
become active and mysterious. When the police are not active and mys- 
terious they generally are "grafting," so a so-called poison mystery is not 
without its benefits. However, the surgeon of the autopsy said she had 
"tetanus of the lungs," and the doctors say that is an asinine diagnosis, as 
tetanus of the lungs is just asthma. 
•> 


That is my theory of the death of Mrs. Stanford. I write it because I 


have been moved to it in consideration of the living poor. As I read it over 
I find much that is perhaps brutally frank. 
I do not wish to say unkind 


things of Mrs. Stanford. She did a great work in a noble way. Her husband, 
Leland Stanford, did more to corrupt the politics of California than any other 
five men the State has known. He established Stanford University because 
he had been denied confirmation as a Regent of the University of California. 
It was a deed done in the arrogance of great wealth and in the hope of en- 
compassing a great revenge. But Mrs. Stanford went far beyond thai. She 
got away from the revenge, and gave most of her millions in a spirit of love 
for humanity and a desire to help the poor youth of California win that edu- 
cation that is the best of fortunes and which, without her bounty, might have 


been denied them. It seems mean to criticise her foibles and restrictions in 
the face of her greatness. 
She deserved her reputation as a glorious bene- 


factress. 


But she didn't die of pobon, any more than Alexander did, And let's 


remember that the honor of a poor servitor k jmt as nored as ttet *f a, rich. 
benefactress.

The competency and honesty of 
the candidate for municipal office shall 
be the sole consideration governing this 
party. And ws appeal to the people of 
Berkeley to sustain our efforts to place 
and maintain the municipal politics of 
our town upon this plane. It is the be- 
lief of this convention that our charter 
should be so amended that all nomina- 
tions for municipal offices shall be made 
by petition and that no partisan designa- 
tions shall appear on the ballots, thus 
eliminating 
partisanship 
entirely from 


our nominations and elections. 
MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF PUBLIC 


UTILITIES. 


"We commend all measures looking 


towards the ultimate ownership by the 
town of what are known as public utili- 
ties. We know, of course, that this can- 
not be accomplished in a day—but a con- 
tinued and earnest effort in this direc- 


tion will, it is believed, result In its 
realization.

WATER SUPPLY. 


"The Constitution of California grants 


a franchise to those who supply towns 
and cities with 'fresh water.' The term 
'fresh' water, as used In the' Constitu- 
tion, we believe to mean 'pure' water— 
water which is not injurious to our peo- 
ple. 
We therefore demand that all water 


supplied to .the. Inhabitants of. Berkeley

The snakes existed so plentifully as 
to make traveling over the prairie haz- 
ardous. 
She posted an offer for all 


the rattles or the deadly serpents that 
should be brought to her. The first of- 
fer was five- cents per rattle. Peons 
and others of the section went into the 
snake business on a large scale. With- 
in two weeks Mrs. King had received 
and paid for more than 10,000 rattles. 
The bounty was then 
reduced to 
three cents a rattle. The number -o£ 
the snake hunters had increased, and 
the drop in the market did not curtail 
operations in the least. After 
a. few- 


more weeks a total of 98,000 had been 
reached, and the bin in which the rat- 
tles were kept was enlarged so as to 
include the whole interior of an out- 
building. 


The price took another tumble sink- 
ing to 2 cents a rattle, but still it 
proved a great business. Rattles were , 


v brought in by the bushel, and were al- I 
ways carefully counted and paid for at' 
the stipulated, market rate. 


The 100,000 mark was passed on New 
Year's day and in the time intervening 
to the present more than another 100,- 
000 were added to Mrs. King's" rattle 
collection. 


The number to date is reported at 


223,050. Miles of the lower coast coun- 
try have b«en hunted over, and rat- 
tlesnake skins have been preserved by 
the bale. 


The winter is the 
proper time to 
scotch the snakes. During the .period of 
their dormancy they may "he found by i 
knowing ones and killed in great num. I 
bers. Mrs. King is proving- a real St. 
Patrick, and the riddance she is bring- 
ing about may free that country for- 
ever from the pests.

The unhappy queen, who was then a 
prisoner in a room adjoining the long j 
gallery, ^scaped from her guards and 
rushed away to throw herself at the 
feet of her royal husband and beg for 
mercy. She was pursued by her guards, 
who caught her at the door of the 
chapel where Henry was praying, and 
dragged her back again to her prison 
chamber. 
Ill-fated Anne Boleyn does 


not seem to have ended her troubles on 
the block at the tower, for has she not 
been seen driving down the avenue of 
Blickley -Park behind 
four 
headless 
horses, driven by an equally incomplete 
coachman? And fair Rosamond seems 
doomed to walk o'.nights along the riv- 
er hank at Godstowe, awaiting her roy- 
al lover, who never keeps his tryst. 


But English royalties have by no 
means a monopoly of postmortem per- 
ambulation. There is a certaJn beau- 
tiful white lady, very fair and queen- 
ly, who Is said to haunt the rooms and 
corridors of the castle of Schoenbrunn. 
Fair as the vision is, her appearances 
are never welcome, for they are said to 
always herald a, death in the imperial 
family of Austria. 
She was seen in 


1867 Just before Maxmillan, who tried 
to set up a throne .in. Mexico, ..and 
brother of the Austrian Emperor, was 
shot, and again before the deaths of 
Archduke Rudolph and his mother, the 
beautiful empress. 


^ TR'e royal house of Prussia also has its 
"white f-dy," who is only seen in the 
palace at Berlin before the death of 
some member of the reigning family. 
Unlike her'sister of Schoenbrunn cas- 
tle, however, this white lady of Ger- 
many is said to be ill-favored, if not 
downright repulsive, and instead of a 
torch or scepter, she carries in her 
hand 'a common or domestic broom. 
Hence she has been irreverently chris- 
tened "the sweeper." There are white 
ladies attached to other European 
courts, notably that of . Hesse-Darm- 
stadt, the woman who inspired Wag- 
ner's "Lohengrin," but the oddest of all 
these royal wraiths is certainly the 
red man, who confines his patronage to 
the royalties of France. He used to 
dog the steps of Catherine de Medici, 
wife of one French king and mother o£ 
three, along the corridors at the Tuil- 
eries; he had a long interview, so it is 
chronicled, with the great Napoleon 
before he started on hist ill-starred 
Russian campaign, and it may have 
been through not following the spec- 
ter's advice that Napoleon had such a 
sorry homecoming; and it is reported 
that he was seen by the Empress Eu- 
genie shortly before final disaster over- 
took the house of Napoleon.

words, "capitalism." and are known and 
fearecl by all thinking men and very little 
explanation is necessary.

machinery 
whereby the work formerly done by five 
to fifty men can be accomplished by 
machinery tended by a woman or cbild. 
Greed naturally employs the 
cheapest 
labor. Women and children can or do live 
on less and consequently work for .less 
wages than men. All intelligent females 
are thus drawn from the home or from 
the kitchens to more congenial employ- 
ments in offices, stores, factories and even 
manual labor. This throws the drudgery 
of our homes on the "lady of the house" 
in our best families and drives into 
boarding houses, hotels, light housekeep- 
ing the families. Home comforts are be- 
coming a thing of the past. /"We...."the 
better to do middle class," are between 
the mill stones.

them to one and a half-pints of milkar.d 
stir>thn whole into the corn-meal. When 
well blended add half a teaspoonfu. of 
salt, a piece of melted butter the size of 
a walnut, one teaspoonful 
of

Every 
car has twenty straps to which 
people hang in the morning and 
evening.
